The body of the Riſing Genera- 
tion is a poor periſhiog, unconyerted, and ( « xcept the Lord pour 
down his Spirit) an undone Generation, Many that are profane, 
Drunkards, Swearers, Laſcivious, Scoffers at the power of God- 
lineſs, Deſpiſers of thoſe that are good, Proud, Diſobedient crea- 
tures, God from Heavea pity them 4 Others that are ooly civil, 
and outwardly conformed to good order, by reaſon of their Edu- 
cation, but never knew what the new birth means; pray for them 
_ they may not only come near, but cater into the Kiogdome 
of God. 

Confider 2. That Prayer ii a notable means to obtain this mercy;
